FAVOURITE.

THE STORY OF A FAMOUS CLOWN. 


x——- 
(By T. G. KELLER.) 


-TUST one hundred years ago Joseph 

Grimaldi, the most famous of all 
clowns, gave his farewell performance and 
left the stage for ever. It is proof of the 
astonishing iame that he achieved that, 
although a complete century has elapsed, 
his name is still remembered and his 
reputation discussed. 

Before commencing a brief record of his 
most interesting life, it will be appro- 
priate to allude to his visits to Dublin, 
He was here on three occasions. The first 
was in 1805, when he appeared with 
Charles and Thomas Dibdin’s Company 
at Astley’s Theatre, in Peter street. His 
wife was with him, and they occupied 
lodgings in the same street. The theatre 
was in bad repair at that time, and wet 
weather setting in, made performan-es 
impossible there. After considerable 
negotiation the company changed to Crow 
street Theatre, and bás they continued to 
play with much success until March 30th, 
1806. Grimaldi’s next visit did not take 
place until 1819, when he came to the 
Round Room at the Rotunda in a most 
suitable piece, founded on Dean Swift's 
great work, and entitled ‘* Harlequin 
Gulliver.”” The third occasion was in 
1821, when he was in declining health, 
and before his engagement was over he had 
to retire to bed and seek assistance from 
the Dublin doctors. Under their skilful 
treatment, he recovered sufficiently to be 
able to resume his part. This visit con- 
cluded on December 6th, 1821, after a run 
of thirty-two nights. 


HURLED INTO THE PIT. 


Grimaldi was born on December 18th, 
1778, in Stanhope street, Clare Market, 
London. His father was Gutseppe 
Grimaldi, who came to England in 1758, 
and, from that date till his death in 
1778, was ballet master and clown at 
Drury Lane Theatre. He was an excellent 
dancer, and from his agility in this 
direction was nick-named amongst his 
friends, “Iron Legs.” Joseph Grimaldi’s 
mother was also a dancer and actress, so 
that he derived from both parents the 
tendencies which led him to pursue the 
tame vocation. In fact, he had no choice 
in the matter. .At the first opportunity 
he was turned on to the stage by his 
father. It was at Sadler’s Wells that 
young Joe made his first appearance when 
he was three years of age. The character 
he sustained on this occasion was that of 
a monkey, and he acquitted himself so 
creditably that he was henceforth placed 
on the recular staff of the theatre. During 
part of the performance he was swung 
round by the clown with a chain. One 
evening this snapped, and the unfortunate 
little monkey was hurled violently into the 
pit, much to the excitement and amaze- 
ment of the orchestra and the audience. 


AN ORPHAN AT TEN, 


There was little time for schooling for 
the youthful clown. He managed, 
however, to escape from his duties for 
about four months in the year, and during 
this period he was sent to a boarding 
school at Putney, under the control of a 
teacher named Ford. When his father 
died in 1788, the boy was ten years of age, 
and his schoolmaster wished to adopt 
him; but, as the management of Drury 
Lane increased his salary to £1 per week, 
and his mother was also in regular 
employment, he did not feel that there 
was any necessity to avail himself of the 
kindly offer. As well as this, he was in 
receipt of 3s. per week at Sadler’s Wells’ 
Theatre. 


EARLY MARRIAGE. 


In 1800, when he was twenty-two years 
of age, his fortunes were so far advanced 
that he was enabled to marry Miss Maria 


Hughes, the daughter of the resident 
manager and one. of the, principal 
proprietors of Sadler’s Wells Theatre, 


and the young couple went to live at 
No. 37 Penton street. Unfortunately, his 
married happiness did not Jast very long ; 
for towards the end of the same year the 
young woman died, and poor Joe was 
thus, at an extremely early age, left in 
the undesirable position of a widower. 

In the year 1802, during the Jast night 
of a pantomime, “St. George,” at Sadler's 


Wells, he met with one of the most 
serious accidents that occurred to him 
during his whole career. He had 


to carry, as part of his get-up, a pistol 
stuck into the side of his top-boot, which, 
at a certain point in the performance, he 
drew and fired. While he was drawing it 
out on this occasion, the trigger caught in 


some way, and Grimaldi received the 
charge inside his boot. This caused his 
leg to swell considerably, which the 


nudience took as part of the desired effect, 
and laughed heartily, while the unfor- 
tunate Grimaldi, not wishing to disturb 
the performarice, went on with his 
drollery, although suffering great agony. 
When he finally escaped from the stage 
his foot and leg were found to be terribly 
burned, and the boot had to be cut off the 
limb. 

During the illness and convalescence 
which followed this incident, kis intimacy 
with a lady member of the Drury Lane 
company, a Miss Bristow, developed to 
such an extent that before the year closed 
he proposed to her, was accepted, and 
married for the second time. They lived 
harmoniously together for thirty years, 
both fulfilling their professional duties 
She died in 1834. and Grimaldi, then a 
broken-down old man, only survived her 
by three years. There was one child of 
this marriage, a son, who inherited to a 
large degree his father’s talent, and for 
some time seemed likely to hand on the 
family fame to another generation. Un- 
fortunately, unlike his father, who was in 
all respects a most temperate man, he 
developed dissolute habits, and died a 
helpless lunatic from the effects of his 
excessive debauchery when about thirty 


. years old. 


“PASS ON ‘TOM FOOL. ” 
In November; 1801, Grimaldi played for 


the first time away trom London, in a 
theatre in Rochester, owned by an 
eccentric old lady named Mrs. Baker. She 
would not trust any one to take the 
entrance money, and, accordingly, every 
night took up her position at the pay 
office. Here her continuous cry was, 
“Now then, pit or box, pit or gallery, 
box or pit,” and so on, ringing the 
changes on these words. When the 
answer came froin the person demanding 
admittance, she would invariably reply, 
“Then pay, so much (naming the sum), 
pnd pass on, Tom-fool.”’ 

Up to this date the two theatres in 
Lon in which he played exclusively 
were Sadler’s Wells and Drury Lane. On 
November Oth, 1805, he quitted. Drury 
Lane, where he had appeared for nearly 
twenty-four years recularly, and trans- 
ferred his services to Covent Garden. He 
never’ again was seen at Drury Lane until! 
the remarkable and sad occasion in 1828. 
when he hobbled on to the stage, and. 
sitting on a chair, sang one of his most 
popular songs in connection with his fare- 
well benefit. | 

The cause of his change of theatres war 
Rpread over many years. Jt began in 
1801, when he had a disagreement with 
John Kemble, the stage manager, which 
led to his temporary d _— aml subse- 

ent reinstatement at an _ increaseu 
salary, after a few months had elapsed, 
Things then went on smoothly until 1805, 
when further trouble arose. On this 
occasion the rupture was final, “and on 
November 9th, 1805, he played for the last 
time there as Pan in “ Terpsichore's 
Return.”’ His salary at Drury Lane had 
been £4 per week, and when he was taken 
on at Covent Garden he was given an an 
gagement for five seasons, and was pe 
£6 for the first, £7 for the next two, ane 

for the remainder.

| made his first appearance at Covent 
Garden, where he scored a great success in 
a completely new line for him, as Orson 
in Tom Dibdin’s play, “ Valentine and 
Orson.”’ 


AN EXACTING PART. 


This was, in his opinion, the most 
exacting part he was ever called upon to 
play. e entered with his usual thorough- 
ness and energy into his conception of the 
character. 

When signing on at Covent Garden he 
had stipulated, and received permission, 
that he should be allowed to continue 
playing as heretofore at Sadler’s Wells 
in addition. He was now in receipt of 
£6 from Covent Garden, and in this year 
he entered into a new arrangement with 
Sadler’s Wells by which he was to receive 
from them £12 per week, thus making his 
total standing salarv £18 per week, which, 
with his customary benefits and provincial 
tours, made ‘his earnings during this 
perioa of his career very considerable. He 
was now at the height of his powers and 
at the zenith of his popularity. The 
pantomines, “ Mother Goose,’ at Covent 
Garden, and “Jan Ben Jan; or Harle- 
quin and the Forty Thieves,’’ at Sadler’s 
Wells, during the season 1806-7, were 
neither of them very brilliant affairs, and 
were yet rendered immensely successful 
chiefly owing to his extraordinary capers. 
It is stated that a deaf and dumb sailor, 
who happened to witness ‘‘ Jan Ben Jan,” 
going off into a paroxysm of laughter at 
Grimaldi’s drolleries, suddenly, much to 
the surprise of himself. and his com- 
panions, recovered the use of his speech 
and hearing. 


GREAT POPULARITY. 


In 1815 Grimaldi’s second benefit at 
Sadier’s Wells was announced for 
October 9th. He was unable to appear; 
for the terrible illness which, eight years 
afterwards, led to his final retirement 
from the stage, broke out now in a very 
serious way. On this occasion, however, 
he quickly regained his health, and soon 


was in as good form as ever. He was now 
only thirty-seven years of age, and, in 
the ordinary course of events, should have 
been able to look forward to a further 
considerable span of active life; and he 
was the idol of the theatre-going people 
of London. ' 

After 1818 Grimaldi’s symptoms of ill- 


health began to assume alarming pro- 
portions. He, nevertiseless, kept bravely 


fo his work, and managed to get through 
his engagements fairly well. In Septem- 
ber, 1820, he left Sadler’s Wells to fulfil 
a provincia] engagement, and never 
appeared again there until 1828, when he 
took his final benefit. He continued to 
perform away from London, and was also 
still the main-stay of the Covent Garden 
pantomimes; but the accounts of his 
efforts at the latter theatre in the early 
part of 1823 are truly lamentable. On 
March 23rd a melodrama by Farley, 
entitled “ The Vision of the Sun; or, The 
Orphan of Peru,' was put on, in which 
he had one of the principal parts. He 
was so ill that, to quote from his bio- 
grapher, “ men were obliged to be kept 
waiting at the side-scenes, who caught him 
in their arms when he staggered from the 
stage, and supported him, while others 
chafed his ‘limbs.... Kivery time he 
came off his sinews were gathered up into 
huge knots by the cramps that followed 
his exertions. ...-. The spectators, who 
were convulsed with laughter while he was 
on the stage, little thought that, while 
their applause was resounding through the 
house, he was suffering the most ex- 
cruciating and horrible pains.’’ Finally 
he had to relinquish the part, and his son 
took his place. 


NEARING THE END, 


In 1825, being quite unable to appear on 
the stage, he was appointed assistant to 
the stage manager at Sadler’s Wells at 
a salary of £4 per week. This amount, by 
his own wish, was reduced to £2 in the 


following year, as the theatre was not 
paying. On March 17th, 1828, he was 


viven his fffial benefit at Sadler’s Wells, 
realising altogether, from money paid and 
tickets sold and private subscriptions, 
£515. The Covent Garden authorities 
very harshly refused their theatre to him 
for a similar purpose; but Drury Lane, 
where he had not acted for many years, 
took a more generous view of the matter; 
and it was here that he closed his 
theatrical career. He was given a special 
benefit on June 27th, 1828, and the total 
receipts amounted to the very large sum 
of £580. 

Grimaldi retained his position as 
assistant stage manager at Sadler's Wells 
until 1832, when the lessees were 
reluctantly compelled to dispense with 
his services. He had, however previously 
been granted a pension of £100 per 
annum from the Drury Lane theatrical! 
fund, to which he had been a _ sub- 
scribing member for over thirty years; 
so that in his premature old age 
assured of having the 
bare necessaries of life When his duties 
at Sadler’s Wells terminated, he went to 
veside at 6 Prospect row, Woolwich. He 
remained there until 1835, during which 
time both his son and his wife died. After 
the latter’s death he removed to 53 South. 
ampton street, Pentonville, and at this 
place he himself, on the 31st of May, 1837, 
passed away. He was buried on June 5th 
at St. James’s Chapel, Pentonville Hill, 
aved fifty-eight years.

A correspondent (who, I gather, is by 
no means an enthusiastic supporter of the 
present régime) sends me a note in which 
he almost waxes eloquent on the kindly 
and considerate conduct of two young 
members of the Civic Guard in Grafton 
street, Dublin, the other evening, when 
they were called upon to face the extremely 
delicate and difficult job of conveying a 
hysterical and intoxicated woman to a 
place Of safety. Though their prisoner 
was obstreperous, and frequently violent, 
my correspondent assares me that she was 
treated with as much good humour ané4 
consideration as though she had been a 
relative of the two young policemen. 

It is, indeed, gratifying to be able to 
mention this special instance of the 
wonderful good-will of our guardians of 
the peace. From my own obsrvation it is 
merely characteristic of the general 
éfficiency and restraint with which delicate 
and difficult police duties are performed in 
Dublin to-day. The incident gives me th» 
opportunity to congratulate General 
O’Duffy and General Murphy upon the 
general efficiency displayed by the Civic 
Guard, but particularly to pay my tribute 
to the constables who discharge delicate 
duties in connection with traffic regula- 
tion.

Harold Speakman, the American artist- 
writer, whose death. under tragic circum- 
stances, took place in New York on 
September 24, was the author of ‘‘ Here's 
Ireland.” For the purpose of obtaining 
first-hand material for this book, Mr. 
Speakman visited Ireland in 1924. Land- 
ing at Queenstown in June, he purchased 
a donkey and cart for the transportation of 
his travelling outiit and working 
out on foot. In:‘the course 
of four months he covered every inch of 
country, and he recounts many 
amusing incidents which marked his pro- 
gress. Throughout his volume he deals 
with Ireland and her various problems, 
and always ina way that suggests that he 
understood the Irish people as few 
sirangers learn to understand them. 
Reaching Dublin in September, he found 
the glamour of the capital irresistible, 
and he lingered for more than a fortnight, 
meeting many people prominent in every 
sphere of Irish life. He made a very 
favourable impression on all with whom 
he came into contact, and these retain 
very pleasant memories of his charming 
manner and gentle, unassuming ways. 

Mr. Speakman studied art at the 
Chicago Academy of Fine Arts and also 
in Paris and Munich. He wars a Jien- 
tenant in the United States Army during 
the Great War and served on the Italian 
front. Following the war, he travelled a 
great deal, and he has recorded his im-

A glorious sight in the heavens, which 
will continue to be visible every unclouded 
night for many weeks to come, is the 
planet Mars, which at present rises early 
in the evening and shows throughout the 
night. 

In December Mars will be about fifty 
million mi'es from us, and although this 
distance is much greater than the thirty- 
four million miles from which it was 
separated from the earth in 1924, its 
approach will be near enough to induce 
astronomers to make special efforts for 
investigation of its surface by telescope. 

Mars is one of the best-known of all 
the planets, and has been familiar to 
inhabitants of the earth since pre-historic 
times. When near the earth it shines 
with a reddish light, and has twice the 
brightness of Sirius, the dog star, the 
The mean distance of 
Mars from the Sun is about 141,000,000 
miles, and its diameter is 4,230 miles. 
Mars; of all the planets, is the only one 
to exhibit to us details of surface. 


Human Ostriches. 


When walking down Grafton street the 
other day during a shower of rain I was 
struck by the thought that human beinys 
were in some respects like ostriches. You 
have heard, of course, that an ostrich is 
reputed to bury its head in the sand on 
the approach of an enemy, in the mis- 
taken idea that because its head is hidden 
it cannot be seen. 

As I had not got a rain coat with me, 
I stood in a shop entrance to shelter, and 
to pass the time I watched the pedestrians 
as they went along the street. A number 
of the people carried uimbrellas, which 
they had raised on account of the rain, 
and it was this fact that reminded me of 
the legend of the ostrich. 

Up and down the street went the people 
with their heads carefully tucked under 
their umbrellas, well sheltered from the 
rain, quite oblivious of the fact that the 
greater part of their anatomy was exposed 
to the elements. In a number of cases, 
indeed. the water was dripping off the 
umbrellas down their backs. 


A Gentleman Socialist. 


Mr. Baldwin’s victory over Mr.. R. B. 
Cunninghame-Graham in Glasgow Univer- 
sity Rectorial election reminds a corre- 


‘spondent that the defeated Seots 
Nationalist candidate was at one tim: 
well known in Ireland, especially in 
Ulster. 


Mr. Cunninghame Graham is more like a 
Spanish grandee than a Scottish laird, 
and there is a romantic quality about his 


character and in his appearance. He is 
tall, slender, dark-haired and  dark- 
skinned, and he always dresses in the 


height of fashion. It will be remembered 
that George Bernard Shaw’s mother once 
told her son that Cunninghame-Graham 
could not possibly be a Socialist, he was 
so obviously a gentleman! 

He has travelled widely in Southern 
Europe, North Africa and South America, 
and is quite a son of the pampas. He 
has written books of travel, biographi- 
cal and historical studies, and reéalistic 
sketches of Spanish and Spanish-American 
life, and has a markedly individual style. 

In 1886 he was elected to the House of 
Commons as a Radical, but went over to 
the Socialists in 1887. On November 13th 
of that year he was arrested with John 
Burns for resisting the police at a pro- 
meeting in Trafalgar square, 
where the late William O’Brien was 
forbidden to speak, and in spite of an 
able defence by the late Henry Asquith, 
then a rising young barrister, he spent six 
weeks in prison. 

In 1888 he was first chairman of the 
Scottish Labour Party, which later 
blossomed forth into the powerful British 
Labour Party. In a vear or two he was 
helping the Rev. Bruce Wallace, M.A., in 
Belfast. He was invited to contribute to 
Mr. Wallace’s Socialist Hvening Star, but 
even the compositors, who are supposed to 
be able to decipher anything, could not 
read his “ccpy.” But no living writer 
has done more exquisite prose in such 
execravle handwriting as Cunninghame- 
Graham's.

Sir Herbert Samuel, P.C., G.C.B., 
G.B.E., who visits Belfast to-day as the 
guest of the Northern Irish Liberal 
Association, will find a ready welcome. 
Although Belfast, in the public mind, 
Will always be associated with the Unionist 
cause, Liberalisi.: is, 
nevertheless, very 
strong there, and Sir 
Herbert, in his plans

General, and has been Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster with a seat in the 
Cabinet, twice. 

As Chairman of the Royal Commission 
on Coal Industries, he earned a reputation 
for fairness and honest dealing, which he 
greatly added to by his subsequent 
administration of mandated territory.

Sir Herbert's appointment to the High 
Conimissionership of Palestine in 1920 
“ave rise to much discussion in official 
circles, and many people declared openly 
that the Government had made a mistake 
which would give the Arab population a 
legitimate grievance. It was felt at the 
time that the appointment should have 
been given to someone who was an adherent 
neither of the Hebrew religion nor the 
faith of Islam. But when Sir Herbert 
relinquished his office after five years, 
every section of the community in 
Palestine was loud in its praise of his just 
and far-seeing administration. 

Recently a Socialist leader, talking of 
Sir Herbert and the Liberal “' Back to the 
Land ' movement, referred to the Chair- 
man of the Liberal Organisation as “a 
modern Moses, who was to lead his 
followers to a mythical promised land,"’

An American Trip. 


Mr. Lee Cole has just returned from a 
visit to Canada and the United States, 
having been commissioned by the Irish 
Methodist Conference to convey its greet 
ings to the United Church of Canada. 
This great Church, which is by far the 
largest in the Dominion, was formed a few 
years ago by the union of the Preshyterian 
and Methodist and Congregational! 
Churches, though a dissenting minority of 
Presbyterians has stood out. 

I was much interested in Mr. Lee Cole's 
views on the subject of prohibition in the 
United States. He made it his business 
to find out to what extent the liquor 
prohibition law is being evaded, and also, 
what is more important, the mental atti- 
tude of the people venerally in regard to 
its enforcement and continuance. To this 
end he travelled usually in mufti. He 
found that prohibition was a frequent 
topic of conversation. When I suggested 
that this indicated a widespread dissatis- 
faction, he said “ No, it is simply because 
prohibition has been forced to the front 
in the struggle between Democrats and 
Kepublicans in the Presidential election 
campaign.’’ 

Liquor, he said, was very difficult to 
obtain. Waiters in hotels and restaurants 
micht smile and look knowing when it 
was mentioned, but they failed to produce 
the goods. A millionaire who dined Myr. 
Lee Cole showed him with some pride his 
‘* cellaret,’’ a structure as substantial as a 
milner’s safe and _ protected against 
pilferers by a powerful live electric 
current. It contained two bottles of whiskey 
and a littl wine. Mr: Cole’s comment 
was that the stuff must be hard to come 
by when even a millionaire could do no 
better than two bottles.

HE Paris police force is this year a 


hundred years old; for the Gardens 
de la Paie were established at tho latter 
end of 1828. The members of the force 
first wore cocked hats and brilliant 
uniforms and carried swords, which to- 
day, so far as the cocked hats and swords 
are concerned, comprise the outward and 
visible sign of the Paris geénsdarmes 
power. They are not, however, the oldest 
constabulary, or even the oldest uniformed 
force. Four years earlier the Thames 
police had been established, and London 
had already a Police Gazette by the time 
when Paris was organising its Gardiens de 
la Patr.

THE ROMANS’ SHARE. 
We must go back beyond the thirteenth 


century establishmen! of the old 
“(Charles,’’ as the Watch was called, for 
the origin of the police.

especially the Romans, who first set up a 
semi-military constabulary in Britain, 
had an elaborate police system. That ol 
the Greeks (the politeia) was principally 
magisterial, and formed part the regu- 
lation of the affairs of State or country. 
[If there were, say, a case of theft, it was 
left to the mob or the military or a 
common informer to bring the cu! prit to 
justice. 

Under the politeia, the two inseparable 
things aimed at were “the execution of 
these laws which make up public rights 
and the inmaintenance of that civil societ) 
which is the essence of every citv.” Then 


a sort of civie guard, which was armed, 
arose, with spies and prisons in plenty 
The Loman system was better, and, 
when Rome conquered Britain, - s 
sadaled her with magistracy and police 
men, ior Whom Britain had to pay. She 
aise left a legacy of Roman law. which

Indeed, the English and Irish systems of 
police as we know them to-day may be 
said to be based on the old Roman 
administration. It ranged right down the 
scale—consuls, pretors, queestors, censors 
and ediles, and always the judicial

police administration,

Rev. A. J. Gailey agreed. 

Mr. Lynch asked for a list of the books 
that had been destroyed, as 1t was rumoured 
that some by George Bernard Shaw had 
been burned. 

The Secretary said—‘‘George Bernard 
Shaw’s books were not burned, But they are 
put wher: they can be got only with the 
sanction of the Sub-Committee or this Com- 
‘mittee He added that the books burned 
were strongly objected to by the Archbishop, 
and, apart from the Archbishop's view 1n

VISIT TO EX-SERVICE 
FARMERS. 
— 


From THE CENTRAL News CORRESPONDENT. 
KITALE, Tuesday. 

_ The whole of to-day was devoted by the 
Prince of Wales to visiting the group of 
ex-Service farmers established at Kitale. 
close to the borders of Kenya and Uganda 
soon after the end of the war. It is now 
a flourishing community, close on a 
thousand strong. The group forms one of 
the first and most successful ex-Service 
land settlement schemes in any part of the 
smpire. 
The Prince of Wales particularly wished 

to see 1t as informally as possible, and his 
wishes were respected. When he left the 
special train in which he had spent the 
night at Kitale Station only a small 
group, composed of the reception com- 
mittee of local settlers, was there to greet 
him, with a fleet of their own cars to 
convey him through the district. 


i ON THE FARMS. 
Leaving the station the party drove 
through the township, where, Europesns 
and natives alike, gathered to cheer the 
Prince, to the outlying districts. The 
route was towards Mount Elgon, at the 
loot of which a town lies, and lay past 
a number of farms run by ex-soldiers and 
sailors on land allotted to them by the 
Government at the end of the war. - 
The Prince remarked the healthy 
appearance of the crops, mostly maizeand 
coffee, and expressed pleasure when told 
that, whereas in 1922 only about seven 
thousand acres of land were under cultiva- 
tion, there are now eighty thousand acres 
bearing good crops. 
At one farm, run by one of the earliest 
ex-Service settlers in the district, the 
Prince requested that the car should be 
stopped. Getting out, the Prince walked 
in amongst the maize which was just ready 
for. reaping, and closely examined the 
crop, listening at the same time to a de- 
scription of the methods of cultivation 
adopted to counteract the uneven rainfall. 


VISIT TO FARMERS’ CLUB. 
The tour included a visit to the Elgon 
Club country retreat min by ‘settlers on 
the slopes of the mountains. Here the 
Prince mingled in the most friendly 
manner with the members and their wives. 
He went first to the club room, where a 
number of people were presented to him.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 
The latest report available at the time 
of telegraphing about the Graf Zeppelin’s 
return flight from America is that at 1.30 
p.m. (Greenwich time), according to a 
wireless message from the airship. it was 
650 miles east of Cape Race, the southern- 
most point of Newfoundland. 
The exact position is given as 47 degrees 
northern latitude and 33 degrees western 
longitude, which is nearly half-way across 
the Atlantic. 
The airship had thus covered about half 
of its journey in 304 hours, and there is 
at present every promise of a quick flight. 


At the time of this report the Graf 
Zeppelin was steering a south-easterly 
course. Weather conditions are unfavour- 


able for the northerly route, which it at 
first seemed to be following, and which 
might have taken .it over the South of 
England. , 
Its present course should take it south 
of the storm area in the Northern Atlantic. 
which, according to the Hamburg Shipping 
Board, extends from the North of Ireland 
to the Bay of Biscay. . 
If this course and the present rate of 
progress are maintained, the Graf Zeppelin 
should reach the European mainland at a

HOW THE EMBARGO _ HELPED. 


The issue of this embargo, Mr. Adams said, gave this countrv a 
unique opportunity of recapturing the market, and steps were taken im- 
mediately to impress apes all concerned the urgency Of making use of 
‘his opportunity of obtaining a new hold on the trade by the adoption 
of the most up-to-dage methods of killing, dressing and packing, and by 
ie speeding up, where possible, of the transit of the meat to the markets. 

The witness went on to describe these measures, and to explain 
the need still unfilled for a transit service to reach the Smith field 
Market four or five hours earlier than the present service.
